WHEREAS,  The  Central  SoMa  Plan  proposes  to  build  off  the  neighborhood's  success, 
while  addressing  many  of  its  challenges,  with  a comprehensive  strategy  that  will  address  such 
issues  as  land  use,  building  size  and  heights,  transportation,  the  public  realm,  preservation  of 
historic  buildings  and  environmental  sustainability:  and 

WHEREAS,  In  recent  years,  there  has  been  high  development  demand  within  the 
Central  SoMa  Plan  area,  and  in  the  South  of  Market  area  more  generally;  and 
WHEREAS,  This  demand  is  mostly  for  residential  and  office  uses;  and 
WHEREAS,  As  part  of  the  Central  SoMa  Plan,  the  Planning  Department  and  the 
community  will  consider  how  can  the  City  best  accommodate  this  growing  development 
demand  while  preserving  and  enhancing  the  neighborhood  qualities  and  character  that  make 
the  area  the  dynamic  place  that  it  is  today;  and 

WHEREAS,  As  part  of  that  effort,  the  Department  will  consider  how  to  preserve  and 
enhance  ground-floor  neighborhood-serving  retail;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  October  28,  2014,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  No. 
402-14  (File  No.  140016),  which  imposed  interim  controls  intended  to  address  the  pressure  to 
develop  new,  non-neighborhood-serving  office  uses  in  a particular  subsection  of  the  Central 
SoMa  Plan  area  and  the  area  immediately  adjacent  to  it:  the  area  close  to  South  Park,  on  2nd 
Street,  between  King  and  Folsom  Streets,  by  requiring  conditional  use  authorization  for  such 
establishments  uses  for  a period  of  eighteen  months;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  circumstances  that  led  to  the  adoption  of  Resolution  No.  402-14, 
namely,  the  intense  development  demand  that  exists  in  the  area,  still  persist  today;  and

WHEREAS,  Planning  Code,  Section  306.7,  provides  for  the  imposition  of  interim 
zoning  controls  to  accomplish  several  objectives,  including  preservation  of  residential  and 
mixed  residential  and  commercial  areas  in  order  to  preserve  the  existing  character  of  such 
neighborhoods  and  areas,  and  development  and  conservation  of  the  commerce  and  industry 
of  the  City  in  order  to  maintain  the  economic  vitality  of  the  City,  to  provide  its  citizens  with 
adequate  jobs  and  business  opportunities,  and  to  maintain  adequate  services  for  its  residents, 
visitors,  businesses  and  institutions;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  needs  to  promote  its  vibrant  small  neighborhood-serving 
retail  sector  and  create  a supportive  environment  for  small  neighborhood  businesses  and 
retail.  One  of  the  eight  Priority  Policies  of  the  City’s  General  Plan  resolves  that  “existing 
neighborhood-serving  retail  uses  be  preserved  and  enhanced  and  future  opportunities  for 
resident  employment  in  and  ownership  of  such  businesses  enhanced’’;  and 

WHEREAS,  Neighborhood-serving  commercial  uses  are  the  land  uses  most  critical  to 
the  success  of  the  City’s  commercial  districts,  and  ground  floor  neighborhood-serving  retail  is

WFIEREAS,  The  National  Guard  offered  the  bonuses  and  student  aid  to  reenlist 
soldiers  at  the  height  of  the  two  wars  in  the  early  2000’s;  and 

WFIEREAS,  The  Pentagon  ordered  the  money  paid  be  returned  after  it  was  later 
discovered  in  a federal  investigation  that  the  California  National  Guard  overpaid  soldiers 
under  pressure  to  hit  enlistment  goals,  which  was  unknown  to  the  soldiers  enlisting  at  the

WFIEREAS,  If  soldiers  refuse  to  pay  back  their  earnings,  they  could  face  interest 
charges,  wage  garnishments,  and  tax  liens;  and

This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  issue  the 
Bonds,  approve  the  Loan  or  to  make  any  expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with 
the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  United 
States  Treasury  Regulations  Section  1.150-2  to  use  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  reimburse 
expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  further 
declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the  Developer  for  actual  expenditures 
made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a type  properly  chargeable  to  a capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the  Project 
is  $16,000,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an  approval 
of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the  financial 
structure  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director,  or  his  designee  of 
the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  (the  “Director”),  on  behalf  of  the

supplement  the  Amended  and  Restated  Indenture  dated  as  of  August  1,  2002,  as  amended 
and  supplemented  (collectively  with  the  Supplemental  Indentures,  the  “Indenture”)  by  and 
between  the  Commission  and  the  Trustee,  as  well  as  forms  of  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale, 
Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  Bond  Purchase  Agreement,  Official  Statement,  Escrow 
Agreement  and  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  relating  to  the  Bonds,  submitted  to  this 
Board  and  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  (collectively,  the  “Other  Financing  Documents”);

Any  Authorized  Representative 
executing  the  Funding  Loan  Agreements,  the  Regulatory  Agreements,  the  City  Loan 
Documents  I,  the  City  Loan  Documents  II,  the  Indenture  of  Trust,  the  Loan  Agreement,  the

WHEREAS,  There  has  been  prepared  and  presented  to  the  Board  for  consideration  at 
this  meeting  the  documentation  required  for  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Notes  and  the  Bonds 
(each  as  hereinafter  defined),  and  such  documentation  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  (the  "Clerk  of  the  Board");  and 

WHEREAS,  It  appears  that  each  of  the  documents  which  is  now  before  this  Board  is 
substantially  in  appropriate  form  and  is  an  appropriate  instrument  to  be  executed  and

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collection  of  certain  fees;  ratifying  and  approving  any  action  heretofore  taken  in 
connection  with  the  bonds,  the  notes  and  the  projects;  granting  general  authority  to 
City  officials  to  take  actions  necessary  to  implement  this  Resolution,  subject  to  the 
terms  of  this  Resolution;  and  related  matters,  as  defined  herein.

Housing  Partners,  L.P.,  a California  limited  partnership,  or  an  affiliate  thereof  ("Borrower  I"),  of  i 
an  80-unit  affordable  multifamily  housing  rental  development  located  at  250  Fremont  Street, 

San  Francisco,  California  (also  known  as  Transbay  Block  8 Affordable  Apartments)  ("Project  '

liability  company,  or  an  affiliate  thereof,  and/or  T8  Urban  Condo  Owner,  LLC,  a Delaware 
limited  liability  company,  or  an  affiliate  thereof  (the  “Bond  Borrowers”),  of  a 350-unit

I of  Chapter  43  of  the  Administrative  Code  of  the  City  and,  to  the  extent  applicable.  Chapter  7 
of  Part  5 of  Division  31  (commencing  with  Section  52075)  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  ' 
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[Multifainily  Housing  Revenue  Notes  and  Variable  Rate  Multifamily  Housing  Revenue  Bonds  - 
Transbay  Block  8 - Not  to  Exceed  $302,390,833]

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Resolution  approving  and  authorizing  the  Successor  Agency  to  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  execute  a lease  of  an  air  rights  parcel  at  250  Fremont  Street, 
with  T8  Housing  Partners,  L.P.,  a California  limited  partnership,  for  a less  than  fair  market  value  rent 
of  approximately  $15,000  per  year  for  75  years,  for  the  purpose  of  developing  housing  for  very 
low-income  households.

WHEREAS,  OCII  is  providing  the  T8  Housing  Partners,  L.P.,  a California  limited 
partnership  (the  “Developer”)  with  financial  assistance  in  the  form  of  a loan  agreement  using 
funds  from  Transbay  Developer  Fees,  Transbay  Affordable  Housing  Fees,  and  Tax  Increment 
to  leverage  equity  from  an  allocation  of  low-income  housing  tax  credits  and  other  funding 
sources  in  order  to  construct  the  Affordable  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  OCII  Commission  has  approved  the  Air  Rights  Lease  between  OCII 
and  the  Developer  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  DDA,  in  which  OCII  will  lease  the  Property  for 
Fifteen  Thousand  Dollars  ($15,000)  per  year,  in  exchange  for  the  Developer’s  agreement, 
among  other  things,  to  operate  the  Affordable  Project  with  rent  levels  affordable  to  Lower- 
Income  Households;  and 

WHEREAS,  A copy  of  the  OCII  Commission  Resolution  No.  15-2016,  approved  by  the 
OCII  Commission  on  March  15,  2016,  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
File  No.  161041 , and  incorporated  by  reference  herein  as  though  fully  set  forth;  and 

WHEREAS,  OCII  believes  that  the  redevelopment  of  the  Site,  pursuant  to  the  Air 
Rights  Lease,  and  the  fulfillment  generally  of  the  Air  Rights  Lease  and  the  intentions  set  forth 
herein,  are  in  the  vital  and  best  interests  of  the  City  and  the  health,  safety,  morals  and  welfare 
of  its  residents,  and  in  accord  with  the  public  purposes  and  provisions  of  the  applicable  State 
and  Federal  laws;  and 
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Executive  Director  to:  (1)  exercise  an  option  to  purchase  Block  8 {Assessor's  Parcel  Block  No. 
3737,  Lot  Nos.  005,  012,  027),  located  on  Folsom  Street  at  Fremont  Street,  from  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  pursuant  to  the  Option  Agreement;  and  (2)  execute  a Disposition 
and  Development  Agreement  with  Transbay  8 Urban  Housing  LLC,  a Delaware  Limited 
Liability  Company  (an  affiliate  of  Related)  and  TNDC,  substantially  in  the  form  approved  by 
the  City  Attorney,  acting  as  counsel  to  OCII,  and  to  enter  into  any  and  all  ancillary  document 
or  take  any  additional  actions  necessary  to  consummate  the  transaction  with  respect  to  the 
development  as  described  in  the  DDA;  and 

WHEREAS,  Following  the  approval  of  the  Transbay  Block  8 design  the  Development 
Team  revised  the  building  programs  to  a final  count  of  548  units  including:  118  market  rate 
condominiums,  279  market  rate  rentals,  71  developer-subsidized  below  market  rate  rentals 
(“BMR  units”),  the  80-unit  OCII  funded  affordable  project  (the  “Affordable  Project”)  and 
approximately  17,000  square  feet  of  neighborhood  retail;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Affordable  Project  includes  39  one-bedroom  units,  16  two-bedroom 
units,  24  three-bedroom  units  and  1 one-bedroom  manager’s  unit  for  a total  of  80  units;  the 
affordable  podium  buildings  each  contain  amenities  and  community  spaces  from  which 
residents  will  benefit;  the  85-foot  podium  building  features  two  rooftop  decks:  a terrace  on  the 
fifth  level  and  a larger  terrace  on  the  ninth  level,  and 

WHEREAS,  These  two  amenities  may  be  freely  accessed  by  all  the  residents  of  the 
Affordable  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  taller  building  includes  a 1,900  square  foot  community  room,  and  both 
the  podium  buildings  and  townhouses  have  dedicated  laundry  facilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  T8  Housing  Partners,  L.P.,  a California  limited  partnership  (the  “Affordable 
Project  Developer”  or  “Tenant”)  intends  to  develop  the  Affordable  Project  within  two  air  rights 
parcels  commonly  referred  to  as  Lots  4 and  5 (“the  Affordable  Air  Rights  Parcels”);  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Former  Agency’s  completed  housing  assets  were  transferred  to  the 
iCity,  acting  by  and  through  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development 
("MOHCD”):  and 

WHEREAS,  On  November  20,  2013,  pursuant  to  the  Implementation  Agreement,  the 
■ Former  Agency  issued  a Request  for  Proposals  (the  “RFP”)  from  development  teams  to 
design  and  develop  a high-density,  mixed-income  residential  project  on  Block  8 in  the  Project 
Area;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  June  17,  2014,  after  a competitive  selection  process,  the  OCII 
Commission  (the  “Commission” ) authorized  the  Executive  Director  to  execute  an  Exclusive 
Negotiations  Agreement  (“ENA”)  for  the  development  of  Block  8 with  the  development  team 
led  by  Related  California  Urban  Housing,  LLC  (“Related”)  and  Tenderloin  Neighborhood 
Development  Corporation  (“TNDC”),  the  Office  of  Metropolitan  Architecture  as  the  lead 
architect  for  the  tower  component  of  the  development,  and  Fougeron  Architects  as  the 
architect  for  the  low-rise  buildings  (together  referred  to  as  the  “Development  Team”);  and 

WHEREAS,  Based  on  the  ENA,  OCII  staff  negotiated  the  terms  of  a disposition  and 
development  agreement  (the  “DDA”)  with  Transbay  8 Urban  Housing,  LLC  and  TNDC  for  the 
sale  and  development  of  Block  8;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  DDA  provides  for  a purchase  price  of  $71 ,000,000,  and  554 
residential  units  (404  market-rate  units  and  70  inclusionary  affordable  units  in  a 550-foot 
tower,  20  affordable  units  in  an  OCII  funded  podium  building  adjacent  to  the  tower,  and  60 
affordable  units  in  an  OCII  funded  standalone  podium  building  located  east  of  the  pedestrian 
paseo)  (the  “Initial  Project”);  and 

WHEREAS,  Based  on  the  Department  of  Finance’s  Final  and  Conclusive 
Determination  (April  15,  2013)  that  the  Implementation  Agreement  is  an  enforceable 
obligation,  the  Commission,  on  April  21,  2015,  under  Resolution  No.  23-2015,  authorized  the 
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WHEREAS,  Under  this  limited  authority,  a successor  agency  may  enter  into  contracts  if  j 
a pre-existing  enforceable  obligation  requires  that  action  (see  also  Cal.  Health  & Safety  Code, 
Section  34167  (f)  (providing  that  the  Redevelopment  Dissolution  Law  does  not  interfere  with 
an  agency’s  authority  under  enforceable  obligations  to  “enforce  existing  covenants  and 
obligations,  or . . . perform  its  obligation.”);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Implementation  Agreement  and  several  other  Transbay  obligations 
are  “enforceable  obligations”  requiring  OCII  to  take  the  actions  proposed  by  this  Resolution  - 
Cal.  Health  & Safety  Code,  Section  34171  (d)  (1);  and 

WHEREAS,  On  April  15,  2013,  the  California  Department  of  Finance  (“DOF”) 
determined  “finally  and  conclusively,”  under  Cal.  Health  & Safety  Code,  Section  34177.5  (i), 
that  the  Implementation  Agreement,  AB  812,  and  the  Transbay  Redevelopment  Project  Tax 
Increment  Allocation  and  Sales  Proceeds  Pledge  Agreement  (“Pledge  Agreement”)  are 
enforceable  obligations;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Implementation  Agreement  and  several  other  Transbay  obligations 
require  OCII  to  take  the  actions  proposed  by  this  Resolution;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  September  10,  2013,  DOF  stated  that  in  light  of  its  determination 
regarding  the  Transbay  Final  and  Conclusive  Enforceable  Obligations,  "any  sale,  transfer,  or 
conveyance  of  property  related  to  this  project,  and  as  outlined  in  the  project  documents,  is 
authorized”  and  that  “no  objection  to  any  sale,  transfer  and/or  conveyance  of  property  related 
to  this  project  will  be  initiated”  so  long  as  the  activities  comply  with  the  approved  final  and 
conclusive  enforceable  obligations;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Redevelopment  Dissolution  Law,  all  of  the  Former 
Redevelopment  Agency's  obligations,  along  with  completed  non-housing  assets,  were 
transferred  to  OCII,  as  Successor  Agency  to  the  Former  Agency;  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  2008,  the  City,  the  Former  Agency  and  the  TJPA  entered  into  an 
agreement  that  granted  options  to  the  Former  Agency  to  acquire  the  State-owned  parcels, 
arrange  for  development  of  the  parcels,  and  distribute  the  net  tax  increment  to  the  TJPA  to 
use  for  the  Center  (“Option  Agreement”);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Option  Agreement  provided  the  means  by  which  the  Former  Agency 
could  fulfill  its  obligations  under  the  Implementation  Agreement  to  prepare  and  sell  the  State- 
owned  parcels:  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Option  Agreement  granted  to  the  Former  Agency  “the  exclusive  and 
irrevocable  option  to  purchase”  the  former  State-owned  parcels  in  the  Project  Area  that  are 
programmed  for  development,  which  are  listed  in  the  Option  Agreement,  including  Blocks  2- 
12  and  Parcel  F (Section  2.1  of  the  Option  Agreement  at  p.  4);  and 

WHEREAS,  On  February  1,  2012,  the  Former  Redevelopment  Agency  was  dissolved 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  California  State  Assembly  Bill  No.  IX  26  (Chapter  5,  Statutes  of 
2011-12,  First  Extraordinary  Session)  (“AB  26”),  codified  in  relevant  part  in  California’s  Health 
and  Safety  Code,  Sections  34161  - 34168  and  upheld  by  the  California  Supreme  Court  in 
California  Redevelopment  Assoc,  v.  Matosantos.  No.  SI  94861  (Dec.  29,  2011);  and 
WHEREAS,  On  June  27,  2012,  AB  26  was  amended  in  part  by  California  State 
Assembly  Bill  No.  1484  (Chapter  26,  Statutes  of  2011-12)  (“AB  1484”);  (together,  AB  26  and 
AB  1484  are  primarily  codified  in  Sections  34161  et  seq.  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety 
Code,  which  sections,  as  amended  from  time  to  time,  are  referred  to  as  the  “Redevelopment 
Dissolution  Law.”);  and 

WHEREAS,  Redevelopment  Dissolution  Law  authorizes  successor  agencies  to  enter 
into  new  agreements  if  they  are  “in  compliance  with  an  enforceable  obligation  that  existed 
prior  to  June  28,  2011”  - Cal.  Health  & Safety  Code  Section  34177.5  (a);  and 
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“shall  be  available  to”  moderate  income  households  if  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
(“City”)  adopted  a redevelopment  plan  providing  for  the  financing  of  the  Center;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2003,  in  an  agreement  with  the  Transbay  Joint  Powers  Authority 
(“TJPA”)  and  the  City,  the  State  agreed  to  transfer  approximately  10  acres  of  State-owned 
property  (“State-owned  parcels”)  in  and  around  the  then-existing  Transbay  Terminal  to  the 
City  and  the  TJPA,  which  would  then  sell  the  State-owned  parcels  and  use  the  revenues  from 
the  sales  to  finance  the  Center  (“Cooperative  Agreement”);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  agreed,  among  other  things,  to  commit  the  property  tax  revenue 
from  the  State-owned  parcels  through  its  Redevelopment  Agency  to  the  Center;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Cooperative  Agreement,  the  State  relied  on  tax  increment 
financing  under  a redevelopment  plan  to  improve  and  sell  the  parcels;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
approved  a Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  Project  Area  by  Ordinance  No.  124-05,  adopted  on 
June  21,  2005,  and  by  Ordinance  No.  99-06,  adopted  on  May  9,  2006  (the  “Redevelopment 
Plan”);  the  Redevelopment  Plan  provided  for  the  financing  of  the  TTC  and  established  a 
program  for  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  “Former 
Agency”)  to  redevelop  and  revitalize  the  blighted  Project  Area;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2006,  the  TJPA  and  the  Former  Agency  executed  an  agreement 
(“Implementation  Agreement”),  which  required  the  Former  Agency  to  take  the  lead  role  in 
facilitating  the  development  of  the  State-owned  parcels;  and 

WHEREAS.  Specifically,  the  Implementation  Agreement  required  the  Former  Agency 
to:  (1)  prepare  and  sell  the  State-owned  parcels  to  third  parties,  (2)  deposit  the  sale  proceeds 
into  a trust  account  to  help  the  TJPA  pay  the  cost  of  constructing  the  TTC,  (3)  implement  the 
Redevelopment  Plan  to  enhance  the  financial  feasibility  of  the  Project,  and  (4)  fund  the  state- 
mandated  affordable  housing  program;  and

Resolution  approving  and  authorizing  the  Successor  Agency  to  the  Redevelopment 
Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  execute  a lease  of  an  air  rights 
parcel  at  250  Fremont  Street,  with  T8  Housing  Partners,  L.P.,  a California  limited 
partnership,  for  a less  than  fair  market  value  rent  of  approximately  $15,000  per  year  for 
75  years,  for  the  purpose  of  developing  housing  for  very  low-income  households. 

WHEREAS,  The  Successor  Agency  to  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  (the  “Successor  Agency”),  also  commonly  known  as  the  Office  of 
Investment  and  Infrastructure  (“OCH”),  and  the  City  desire  to  increase  the  City’s  supply  of 
affordable  housing  and  encourage  affordable  housing  development  through  financial  and 
other  forms  of  assistance;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  adopted  the  Transbay 
Redevelopment  Project  Area  (the  “Project  Area")  in  order  to  undertake  a variety  of  projects 
and  activities  to  alleviate  blighted  conditions;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  air  rights  parcel  located  at  250  Fremont  Street,  San  Francisco, 
California,  in  the  Project  Area  (“Site”  or  “Property”),  was  part  of  an  underutilized  and 
unimproved  lot;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Legislature  in  2003  enacted  Assembly  Bill  812  (“AB  812”) 
authorizing  the  demolition  of  the  historic  Transbay  Terminal  building  and  the  construction  of 
the  new  Transbay  Transit  Center  (“TTC”)  (Stat.  2003,  Chapter  99,  codified  at  Section  5027.1 
of  the  Cal.  Public  Resources  Code);  and 

WHEREAS,  AB  812  also  mandated  that  25%  of  the  residential  units  developed  in  the 
area  around  the  Center  “shall  be  available  to”  low  income  households,  and  an  additional  10% 
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Resolution  authorizing  interim  financing  by  the  Peninsula  Corridor  Joint  Powers  Board  for  the 
Peninsula  Corridor  Electrification  Project,  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$150,000,000  outstanding  at  any  one  time.

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  California  Government  Code,  Section  6586.5  ("Section 
6586.5"),  each  Member  Agency  of  the  JPB  within  whose  boundaries  a public  capital 
improvement  to  be  financed  is  located  is  required  (i)  to  approve  the  financing  and  (ii)  to  make 
a finding  of  significant  public  benefit  in  accordance  with  the  criteria  specified  in  Government 
Code  Section  6586  ("Section  6586")  after  holding  a public  hearing;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  appropriate  entity  to  approve  the  proposed 
financing  within  the  meaning  of  Section  6586.5;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  accordance  with  Section  6586.5,  the  City  caused  a notice  to  be  published 
in  a newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  stating  that  a 
public  hearing  would  be  conducted  by  this  Board  with  respect  to  the  proposed  financing;  and 
WHEREAS,  This  Board  held  a public  hearing  on  October  26,  2016,  at  the  Budget  and 
Finance  Committee,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  6586.5;  now,  therefore,  be

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  incorporates  the  CEQA  findings 
and  determinations  it  made  under  Resolution  No.  07-16  for  the  purposes  of  this  action;  and 
further  finds  that  no  subsequent  or  supplemental  environmental  review  is  required;  and,  be  it

WHEREAS,  The  JPB  Board  of  Directors  certified  the  PCEP  Final  Environmental  Impact 
Report  (“PCEP  FEIR”)  for  the  Peninsula  Corridor  Electrification  Project  in  conformance  with 
CEQA  law  and  Guidelines,  and  the  interim  financing  approved  in  this  resolution  is  for  that 
project:  and 

WHEREAS,  In  Resolution  No.  7-16  on  January  26,  2016,  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
representing  the  City  as  a responsible  agency  under  CEQA,  reviewed  and  considered  the  ' 
PCEP  FEIR  and  record  as  a whole,  and  made  findings  required  by  CEQA;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  JPB  expects  to  finance,  on  an  interim  basis,  certain  costs  of  the 
PCEP  through  a loan  or  revolving  line  of  credit  with  a banking  institution:  and 

WHEREAS,  Such  financing  is  being  undertaken  by  the  Joint  Powers  Board  to  pay 
costs  of  the  PCEP  expected  to  be  due  and  payable  in  advance  of  receipt  of  funds  identified  to 
pay  such  costs  (the  "Project  Funding"),  which  Project  Funding  is  currently  expected  to  be 
provided  from  federal,  state,  regional  and  local  sources,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  (i)  grants  ; 
from  the  federal  government;  (ii)  funding  made  available  pursuant  to  The  Safe,  Reliable  High- 
Speed  Passenger  Train  Bond  Act  for  the  21®*  Century,  commonly  referred  to  as  Proposition  [ 
1A,  The  Highway  Safety,  Traffic  Reduction,  Air  Quality,  and  Port  Security  Bond  Act  of  2006, 
commonly  referred  to  as  Proposition  IB,  the  Transit  Intercity  Rail  Capital  Program,  and  the 
Caltrain  Low  Carbon  Transportation  Operations  Program;  (iii)  funding  allocated  by  the 
Metropolitan  Transportation  Commission  and  the  Bay  Area  Air  Quality  Management  District; 
and  (iv)  funding  allocated  by  the  Member  Agencies;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  indebtedness  to  be  incurred  by  the  JPB  in  connection  with  the  ^ 

financing  is  expected  to  be  secured  by  and  payable  from  receipts  of  the  Project  Funding,

[Authorizing  Interim  Financing  - Peninsula  Corridor  Joint  Powers  Board  - Peninsula  Corridor 
"Electrification  Project  - up  to  $150,000,000] 

Resolution  authorizing  interim  financing  by  the  Peninsula  Corridor  Joint  Powers  Board 
for  the  Peninsula  Corridor  Electrification  Project,  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not 
to  exceed  $150,000,000  outstanding  at  any  one  time. 

WHEREAS,  The  Peninsula  Corridor  Joint  Powers  Board  (the  "JPB"),  is  a public  entity 
duly  established  and  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  which  was  created 
pursuant  to  a joint  exercise  of  powers  agreement  (the  "Joint  Powers  Agreement")  entered  into 
by  the  Santa  Clara  Valley  Transportation  Authority,  formerly  known  as  the  Santa  Clara  County 
Transit  District,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  San  Mateo  County  Transit 
District  (each,  a "Member  Agency";  collectively,  “Member  Agencies”);  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Joint  Powers  Agreement,  the  Joint  Powers  Board  operates 
the  Caltrain  commuter  rail  service;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Joint  Powers  Agreement,  each  Member  Agency  is  required  to 
contribute  to  the  operating  costs  of  the  Caltrain  commuter  rail  service  and  provide  for  the 
costs  of  capital  projects  of  the  Joint  Powers  Board  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  the  Joint  Powers 
Agreement;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  JPB  is  undertaking  the  Peninsula  Corridor  Electrification  Project 
("PCEP")  in  order  to  convert  the  Caltrain  commuter  rail  service  running  between  San 
Francisco  and  the  Tamien  Station  in  San  Jose  from  diesel-hauled  trains  to  electric  multiple- 
unit  trains;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  JPB  anticipates  that  completion  of  PCEP  will  enable  the  JPB  to  (i) 
meet  current  and  future  transportation  demand  between  San  Jose  and  San  Francisco,  (ii) 
offset  existing  and  future  worsening  roadway  congestion,  (iii)  address  continuing  regional  air 
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WHEREAS,  If  SFDPH’s  application  is  approved,  it  could  receive  up  to  approximately 
$23,600,000  in  funding  and  will  be  required  to  meet  specific  service  metrics  in  order  to  draw 
down  the  funds;  and 

WHEREAS,  DCHS  requires  a resolution  from  the  WPG  applicant’s  governing  board 
specifically  authorizing  the  applicant's  signatory  to  enter  into  the  agreement  to  participate  in 
the  WPG  pilot;  and 

WHEREAS,  DHGS  has  indicated  that  the  WPG  pilot  application,  a copy  of  which  is  on 
file  with  the  Glerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  161071,  will  become  the  agreement 
between  DHGS  and  SFDPH,  with  supplementary  terms  and  provisions;  and 

WHEREAS,  DGHS  plans  to  notify  WPG  applicants  of  approval  of  their  participation  on 
October  24,  2016,  and  requires  WPG  applicants  to  accept  by  November  3,  2016;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  meet  the  DGHS  very  tight  timeline,  SFDPH  must  seek  Board 
pre-approval  prospectively  if  DGHS  approves  the  SFDPH  application;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  Health  to 
sign  the  agreement,  on  behalf  of  the  Gity  and  Gounty  of  San  Francisco,  to  participate  in  the 
WPG  Pilot,  if  DGHS  approves  the  SFDPH  application;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  directs  SFDPH  to  provide  a 
copy  of  the  final  agreement,  if  the  application  is  approved  and  the  funding  is  granted,  when 
SFDPH  requests  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  authorize  the  acceptance  and  expending  of 
funds  through  future  legislation.

Resolution  authorizing  the  Director  of  Health  to  sign  an  agreement,  on  behalf  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  with  the  California  Department  of  Health  Care 
Services  for  participation  in  the  Whole  Person  Care  Pilots  Program  to  fund 
coordination  of  health,  behavioral  health,  and  social  services  in  a patient-centered 
manner  with  the  goal  of  improved  beneficiary  health  and  wellbeing  through  more 
efficient  and  effective  use  of  resources. 

WHEREAS,  On  May  13,  2016,  the  Department  of  Health  Care  Services  (“DHCS”) 
received  approval  from  the  Center  for  Medicare  and  Medicaid  Services  (“CMS”)  for  the  Whole 
Person  Care  (WPC)  Pilots  Program;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  purpose  of  the  WPC  Pilots  is  the  coordination  of  health,  behavioral 
health,  and  social  services,  as  applicable,  in  a patient-centered  manner  in  order  to  improve 
beneficiary  health  and  wellbeing  through  more  efficient  and  effective  use  of  resources;  and 
WHEREAS,  WPC  Pilots  will  provide  support  to  integrate  care  for  a particularly 
Vulnerable  group  of  Medi-Cal  beneficiaries  who  have  been  identified  as  high  users  of  multiple 
systems  and  continue  to  have  poor  health  outcomes;  and 

WHEREAS,  Through  collaborative  leadership  and  systematic  coordination  WPC  Pilot 
entities  will  identify  target  populations,  share  data  between  systems,  coordinate  care  real  time, 
and  evaluate  individual  and  population  progress  - all  with  the  goal  of  providing 
comprehensive  coordinated  care  for  the  beneficiary  resulting  in  better  health  outcomes;  and 
WHEREAS,  On  July  1, 2016,  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health 
("SFDPH”)  submitted  an  application  to  DHCS  to  participate  as  a lead  agency  in  the  WPC 
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Resolution  authorizing  the  Department  of  Emergency  Management  and  the  Department  of 
Technology  to  enter  into  a Purchase  and  Installation  Agreement,  and  a Maintenance  and  Support 
Agreement  for  a Citywide  800  MHz  Radio  System  with  Motorola,  Inc.,  for  a total  amount  not  to 
exceed  $76,000,000  with  the  term  of  the  Purchase  and  Installation  Agreement  to  commence 
following  Board  approval  through  June  30,  2021,  and  the  term  of  the  Maintenance  and  Support 
Agreement  to  commence  following  Board  approval  through  September  1,  2035;  and  to  authorize  the 
Director  of  the  Office  of  Public  Finance  to  procure  financing  for  a portion  of  the  costs  of  the  system 
through  the  State  of  California  Department  of  General  Services  Golden  State  Financial  Marketplace 
Program  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $35,000,000;  and  determining  other  matters  as  defined  hererin. 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  resolution  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its 
adoption;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  upon  execution  of  the  Agreements,  the  Departments 
shall  transmit  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a copy  of  the  Agreements,  for  inclusion 
in  File  No.  160967.

WHEREAS,  The  Proposed  Purchase  and  Installation  Agreement  terminates  on 
June  30,  2021 , and  limits  the  total  cost  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  the  system  at  a not 
to  exceed  $48,000,000;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Proposed  Maintenance  and  Support  Agreement  which  terminates  on 
November  1 , 2035,  and  provides  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  the  1997  radio  system 
until  it  is  replaced  by  the  new  system  and  will  then  provide  maintenance  and  support  at  a fixed 
cost  for  the  project  life  of  the  new  system,  and  limits  the  total  cost  for  such  services  at  a not  to 
exceed  $28,000,000;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  finance  the  cost  of  the  new  system,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the 
Controller’s  Office  of  Public  Finance  to  obtain  financing  from  qualified  banks  through  a 
competitive  process;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Controller’s  Office  of  Public  Finance  has  recommended  that  the 
States  General  Services  Golden  State  Financial  Marketplace  Program  offers  an 
advantageous  vehicle  to  procure,  on  a competitive  basis,  lease  financing  to  finance  a portion 
of  the  cost  of  the  new  system;  and

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department  has  determined  that  the  actions  contemplated  in 
this  resolution  comply  with  the  California  Environmentai  Quality  Act  (California  Public 
Resources  Code,  Section  21000  et  seq.);  and 
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WHEREAS,  On  June  8,  2015,  the  Departments  issued  a Request  for  Proposals  (RFP) 
for  the  System,  and  vendors  submitted  their  proposals  for  the  purchase,  installation, 
maintenance,  and  support  of  the  proposed  system;  such  documents  can  be  found  on  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  160967,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a

WHEREAS,  On  December  1, 2015,  the  City  selected  Motorola  as  the  highest  qualified 
scorer  for  the  purchase,  installation,  maintenance,  and  support  pursuant  to  the  RFP,  and  the 
Departments  commenced  negotiations;  such  documents  can  be  found  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  160967,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a part  of  this 
resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS;  The  System  will  consist  often  radio  sites,  nine  dispatch  sites,  and  radio 
support  equipment  at  city  agencies  including  those  not  networked  within  the  current  system 
such  as  the  San  Francisco  Airport,  and  provide  coverage  throughout  the  City  and  into  San 
Mateo  County;  and

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director,  or  his  designee  of 
the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  (the  “Director”),  on  behalf  of  the 
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WHEREAS,  The  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  held  the 
public  hearing  described  above  on  September  12,  2016,  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for 
persons  to  comment  on  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  and  the  Project;  and  the  minutes  of  such 
hearing  were  provided  to  this  Board  of  Supervisors  prior  to  this  meeting;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  authorized  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within 
the  meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  which  include  qualified  mortgage  bonds,  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by 
entities  within  a state  and  authorizes  the  legislature  of  each  state  to  provide  the  method  of 
allocating  authority  to  issue  tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds  within  the  respective  state;  and 
WHEREAS,  Chapter  11.8  of  Division  1 of  Title  2 of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85(b)  of  the  Government  Code  requires  that  a local  agency 
file  an  application  for  a portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California 
Debt  Allocation  Committee  (“CDLAC”)  prior  to  the  issuance  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  including  qualified  mortgage  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested  not  to  exceed  $100,000.00;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  that  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  used  to  pay  certain 
costs  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project  prior  to  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$95,000,000  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  the  Developer  (the  "Loan”)  to  finance

WHEREAS,  The  Bonds  will  be  limited  obligations,  payable  solely  from  pledged 
security,  including  Project  revenues,  and  will  not  constitute  a debt  of  the  City;  and

to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  of  the  Project  are  or  will  be  available  only  for  a 
temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  such  expenditures  with  respect  to  the 
Project  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  United  States  Treasury  Regulations  requires  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures

WHEREAS,  On  August  28,  2016,  the  City  caused  a notice  stating  that  a public  hearing 
with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Housing  and 
Community  Development  and  Community  Development  on  September  12,  2016,  to  appear  in 
The  San  Francisco  Examiner,  which  is  a newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  City;  and 
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residents  of  the  City  and  in  furtherance  of  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  public  for  the 
City  to  assist  in  the  financing  of  multi-family  rental  housing  units;  and

bond  counsel,  to  approve  and  make  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications 
to  the  document  or  documents  such  official  is  authorized  to  execute  as  may  be  necessary  or 
advisable  (provided,  that  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  shall  not 
authorize  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Series  201 6F  Bonds  in  excess  of  $77,000,000  or 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  Section  4).  The  approval  of  any  change,  addition,  amendment 
or  modification  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by 
the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Section  21.  Ratification.  All  actions  previously  taken  by  officials,  employees  and 
agents  of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Series  2016F  Bonds, 
consistent  with  any  documents  presented  and  this  Resolution,  are  approved,  confirmed  and 
ratified. 

Section  22.  Relationship  to  Authorizing  Resolution.  In  the  event  of  any  conflict 
between  this  Resolution  and  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  the  terms  of  this  Resolution  shall 
control.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing  and  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing 
Resolution,  the  City  is  not  obligated  to  transfer  money  from  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  to 
the  Bond  Account  to  pay  the  principal  of  or  interest  on  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds. 

Section  23.  Accountability  Reports.  The  Series  201 6F  Bonds  are  subject  to 
accountability  requirements  under  the  City’s  Administrative  Code  and  the  Bond  Ordinance. 
The  deadline  for  submission  of  the  Accountability  report(s)  under  Administrative  Code  section 
2.71(a)  is  hereby  waived  with  respect  to  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds.  Accountability  report(s) 
with  respect  to  the  Series  2016F  Bonds  shall  be  submitted  in  all  other  respects  in  the  manner 
required  by  the  Administrative  Code  and  the  Bond  Ordinance. 

Section  24.  Citizens'  Oversight  Committee.  The  Series  201 6F  Bonds  are  subject  to, 
and  incorporate  by  reference,  the  applicable  provisions  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative 
Code  Sections  5.30-5.36  (the  "Citizens'  General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee"),  and. 
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determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with  Section  20.  The  Controller 
is  authorized  to  cause  the  distribution  of  a Preliminary  Official  Statement  deemed  final  for 
purposes  of  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  Rule  15c2-12  promulgated  under  the 
i Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended  (the  "Rule"),  and  to  sign  a certificate  to  that 
effect.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and 
mailed  or  electronically  distributed  to  prospective  bidders  for  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds  the 
Preliminary  Official  Statement  in  substantially  the  form  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement 
approved  and  adopted  by  this  Resolution,  as  completed,  supplemented,  corrected  or  revised. 
The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  approve,  execute,  and  deliver  the  final  Official 
Statement  with  respect  to  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds,  which  final  Official  Statement  shall  be  in 
the  form  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions 
as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with  Section  20  and 
as  are  permitted  under  the  Rule.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  authorized  and  directed  to 
cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed  or  electronically  distributed  the  final  Official  Statement  to  all 
actual  initial  purchasers  of  the  Series  2016F  Bonds. 

Section  19.  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  form  of  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  (the  "Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate"),  to  be  signed  by  the  City  to  permit  the 
original  purchasers  of  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds  to  comply  with  the  Rule,  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  is  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  with 
such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable 
made  in  accordance  with  Section  20.  The  Controller  is  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  the 
Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  deliver  the  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  to  the  original  purchasers  of  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds. 

Section  20.  Modification  to  Documents.  Any  City  official  authorized  by  this  Resolution 
to  execute  any  document  is  further  authorized,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  and  co- 
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"Underwriters"),  if  the  Controller  determines  that  such  manner  of  sale  is  in  the  best  financial 
interest  of  the  City,  such  determination  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and 
delivery  of  such  Bond  Purchase  Contract  as  hereinafter  approved.  The  form  of  such  Bond 
Purchase  Contract  as  presented  to  this  Board  of  Supervisors,  a copy  of  which  is  on  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Controller  or  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is 
hereby  authorized  to  execute  such  Bond  Purchase  Contract  with  such  changes,  additions  and 
modifications  as  the  Controller  or  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  may  make  or  approve  in 
accordance  with  Section  20  hereof;  provided  however,  that  the  Underwriters'  discount  under 
any  such  Bond  Purchase  Contract  shall  not  exceed  2.00%  of  the  principal  amount  of  the 
Series  2016F  Bonds. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  sale  of  the  Series  2016F  Bonds  by  negotiated  sale,  the 
Controller  or  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one 
or  more  financial  institutions  to  act  as  underwriter  for  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds  in  accordance 
with  City  policies  and  procedures,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  City's  policy  to  provide 
locally  disadvantaged  minority  business  enterprises  and  women  enterprises  an  equal 
opportunity  to  participate  in  the  performance  of  all  City  contracts. 

Section  17.  Disposition  of  Proceeds  of  Sale.  The  proceeds  of  sale  of  the  Series 
201 6F  Bonds  shall  be  applied  by  the  City  Treasurer  as  follows:  (a)  accrued  interest,  if  any, 
shall  be  deposited  into  the  Series  201 6F  Bond  Subaccount;  (b)  premium,  if  any,  shall  be 
deposited  into  the  Series  201 6F  Bond  Subaccount;  and  (iii)  remaining  proceeds  of  sale  shall 
be  deposited  into  the  Series  201 6F  Project  Subaccount. 

Section  18.  Official  Statement.  The  form  of  proposed  Preliminary  Official  Statement 
describing  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds  (the  "Preliminary  Official  Statement")  submitted  to  the  ' 
Board  of  Supervisors  is  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement 
describing  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  i 
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(b)  Receipt  of  Bids.  Bids  shall  be  received  on  the  date  designated  by  the  Director 


of  Public  Finance  pursuant  to  Section  4. 

(c)  Bond  Award.  As  provided  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  the  City  may  reject  any 
and  all  bids  received  for  any  reason.  The  Controller  is  authorized  to  award  the  Series  201 6F 
Bonds  to  the  responsible  bidder  whose  bid  (a)  is  timely  received  and  conforms  to  the  Official 
Notice  of  Sale,  except  to  the  extent  informalities  and  irregularities  are  waived  by  the  City  as 
permitted  by  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  and  (b)  represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost  to  the 
City  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  described  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  award,  if 
made,  shall  be  set  forth  in  a certificate  signed  by  the  Controller  setting  forth  the  terms  of  the 
Series  201 6F  Bonds  and  the  original  purchasers  (the  "Bond  Award").  The  Controller  shall 
provide  a copy  of  the  Bond  Award  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance;  provided,  that  failure  to  provide  such  copy 
shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  Bond  Award. 

Section  15.  Publication  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds.  The  form  of  proposed 
Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  the  Series  2016F  Bonds  (the  "Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds") 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Notice  of  Intention  to 
Sell  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds,  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  authorized  and  directed  to 
cause  the  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions 
i as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  20,  to  be  published  once  in  The  Bond  Buyer  or 
another  financial  publication  generally  circulated  throughout  the  State  of  California. 

Section  16.  Authorization  of  Negotiated  Sale;  Authorization  to  Select  Underwriters: 
t;  Form  of  Bond  Purchase  Contract  Approval.  The  Controller,  in  consultation  with  the  Director  of 
Public  Finance,  is  hereby  authorized  to  conduct  the  sale  of  the  Series  2016F  Bonds  by 
negotiated  sale  pursuant  to  one  or  more  Bond  Purchase  Contracts  (each,  a "Bond  Purchase 
I Contract"),  each  by  and  between  the  City  and  the  underwriter(s)  named  therein  (the 
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limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation  (REFCORP)  bonds  that 
have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  in  book-entry  form 
or  (ii)  any  security  issued  by  an  agency  or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States  of  America  that 
is  selected  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  that  results  in  the  escrow  fund  being  rated  by  any 
two  Rating  Agencies,  at  the  time  of  the  initial  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund  and  upon  any 
substitution  or  subsequent  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund,  not  lower  than  the  rating  then 
maintained  by  the  respective  Rating  Agency  on  United  States  Obligations  described  in  clause 
(i)  above. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "Rating  Agencies"  means  Moody's  Investors  Service, 
Inc.,  Fitch  Ratings,  and  Standard  and  Poor's  Rating  Services,  a division  of  The  McGraw-Hill 
Companies,  Inc.,  or  any  other  nationally  recognized  bond  rating  agency  that  is  the  successor 
to  any  of  the  foregoing  rating  agencies  or  that  is  otherwise  established  after  the  date  hereof. 

Section  13.  Sale  of  Series  201 6F  Bonds  by  Competitive  or  Negotiated  Sale.  The 
Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  sale  of  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds  by  solicitation  of 
competitive  bids  or  by  negotiated  sale  to  one  or  more  underwriters  to  be  appointed  in 
accordance  with  City  policies,  if  so  determined  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance. 

Section  14.  Official  Notice  of  Sale:  Receipt  of  Bids:  Bond  Award. 

(a)  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids 
for  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  approved  and  adopted 
as  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids  for  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds,  with  such  changes, 
additions  and  modifications  as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  20.  The  Director  of 
Public  Finance  is  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  mailed  or  otherwise  circulated  to 
prospective  bidders  for  the  Series  2016F  Bonds  copies  of  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  subject 
to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may  be  acceptable  to  the  Director  of  Public 
Finance. 
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deposited  pursuant  to  paragraphs  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  12,  to  the  owners  of  said  Series 
2016F  Bonds  all  sums  due  with  respect  thereto;  and  provided  further,  that  the  City  shall  have 
received  an  opinion  of  nationally  recognized  bond  counsel,  that  provision  for  the  payment  of 
said  Series  201 6F  Bonds  has  been  made  in  accordance  with  this  Section  12. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "Defeasance  Securities"  shall  mean  any  of  the 
following  that  at  the  time  are  legal  investments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  for  the 
moneys  proposed  to  be  invested; 

(1)  United  States  Obligations  (as  defined  below);  and 

(2)  Pre-refunded  fixed  interest  rate  municipal  obligations  meeting  the  following 
conditions:  (a)  the  municipal  obligations  are  not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity,  or  the 
trustee  or  paying  agent  has  been  given  irrevocable  instructions  concerning  their  calling  and 
redemption  and  the  issuer  has  covenanted  not  to  redeem  such  obligations  other  than  as  set 
forth  in  such  instructions;  (b)  the  municipal  obligations  are  secured  by  cash  and/or  United 
States  Obligations;  (c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States  Obligations  (plus  any 
cash  in  the  escrow  fund  or  the  redemption  account)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the 
municipal  obligations;  (d)  the  United  States  Obligations  serving  as  security  for  the  municipal 

: obligations  are  held  by  an  escrow  agent  or  trustee;  (e)  the  United  States  Obligations  are  not 
I available  to  satisfy  any  other  claims,  including  those  against  the  trustee  or  escrow  agent;  and 
i (f)  the  municipal  obligations  are  rated  (without  regard  to  any  numerical  modifier,  plus  or  minus 
sign  or  other  modifier),  at  the  time  of  original  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund,  by  any  two  Rating 
Agencies  (as  defined  below)  not  lower  than  the  rating  then  maintained  by  such  Rating 
Agencies  on  such  United  States  Obligations 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "United  States  Obligations"  means  (i)  direct  and 
general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  obligations  that  are  unconditionally 
i guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America,  including  without 
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as  the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  City  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents 
appointed  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  at  any  time. 

Section  12.  Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  ail  or  any  portion  of  the  Series  201 6F 
Bonds  may  be  provided  for  prior  to  such  Series  201 6F  Bonds'  respective  stated  maturities  by 
irrevocably  depositing  with  the  Treasurer  (or  any  commercial  bank  or  trust  company 
designated  by  the  Treasurer  to  act  as  escrow  agent  with  respect  thereto): 

(a)  An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  all  of  such  Series  201 6F 
Bonds  or  a portion  thereof,  and  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except  that  in  the  case 
of  Series  201 6F  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  such  Series  201 6F  Bonds' 
respective  stated  maturities  and  in  respect  of  which  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  have 
been  given  as  provided  in  Section  8 hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall 
have  been  made  by  the  City,  the  amount  to  be  deposited  shall  be  the  principal  amount 
thereof,  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  the  Redemption  Date,  and  any  premium  due  on  such 
Redemption  Date;  or 

(b)  Defeasance  Securities  (as  herein  defined)  not  subject  to  call,  except  as  provided 
below  in  the  definition  thereof,  maturing  and  paying  interest  at  such  times  and  in  such 
amounts:  together  with  interest  earnings  and  cash,  if  required,  as  will,  without  reinvestment, 
as  certified  by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant,  be  fully  sufficient  to  pay  the 
principal  and  all  unpaid  interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the  Redemption  Date,  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  any  premium  due  on  the  Series  2016F  Bonds  to  be  paid  or  redeemed,  as  such  principal 
and  interest  come  due;  provided,  that,  in  the  case  of  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds  which  are  to  be 
redeemed  prior  to  maturity,  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  be  given  as  provided  in  Section  8 
hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City;  then, 
all  obligations  of  the  City  with  respect  to  said  outstanding  Series  201 6F  Bonds  shall  cease 
and  terminate,  except  only  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  funds 
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Series  201 6F  Bonds  may  be  modified  to  comply  with  the  policies  and  procedures  of  such 
depository.  The  City  will  not  have  any  responsibility  or  obligation  to  any  purchaser  of  a 
beneficial  ownership  interest  in  any  Series  201 6F  Bonds  or  to  any  participants  in  such  a 
depository  with  respect  to  (i)  the  accuracy  of  any  records  maintained  by  such  securities 
depository  or  any  participant  therein;  (ii)  any  notice  that  is  permitted  or  required  to  be  given  to 
the  owners  of  Series  201 6F  Bonds  under  this  Resolution;  (iii)  the  selection  by  such  securities 
depository  or  any  participant  therein  of  any  person  to  receive  payment  in  the  event  of  a partial 
redemption  of  Series  201 6F  Bonds;  (iv)  the  payment  by  such  securities  depository  or  any 
; participant  therein  of  any  amount  with  respect  to  the  principal  or  redemption  premium,  if  any, 
i;  or  interest  due  with  respect  to  Series  2016F  Bonds;  (v)  any  consent  given  or  other  action 
taken  by  such  securities  depository  as  the  owner  of  Series  201 6F  Bonds;  or  (vi)  any  other 
, matter. 

The  Depository  Trust  Company  ("DTC")  is  appointed  as  depository  for  the  Series 
2016F  Bonds.  The  Series  2016F  Bonds  shall  be  initially  issued  in  book-entry  form.  Upon 
initial  issuance,  the  ownership  of  each  Series  2016F  Bond  shall  be  registered  in  the  bond 
register  in  the  name  of  Cede  & Co.,  as  nominee  of  DTC.  So  long  as  each  Series  2016F  Bond 
; is  registered  in  book-entry  form,  each  Series  2016F  Bond  shall  be  registered  in  the  name  of 
Cede  & Co.  or  in  the  name  of  such  successor  nominee  as  may  be  designated  from  time  to 
^ time  by  DTC  or  any  successor  as  depository. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  agents  as  he 
: or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable  law  and 
under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent,  fiscal 
agent,  rebate  calculation  agent,  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds  or  may 
■;  assist  the  City  Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other  duties  as 
the  City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  Such  agents  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions 
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designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds,  Series  201 6F  Project  Subaccount"  (the  "Series 
2016F  Project  Subaccount"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City. 

All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2016F  Project  Subaccount  shall  be 
retained  in  the  Series  201 6F  Project  Subaccount.  Amounts  in  the  Series  201 6F  Project 
Subaccount  shall  be  expended  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing 
Resolution  for  the  acquisition,  construction  or  reconstruction  of  the  Project  (as  defined  in  the 
Authorizing  Resolution).  ■ 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2016F  Project  Subaccount  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  I 
the  City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  1 
may  (i)  commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  201 6F  Project  Subaccount  with  other 
City  moneys  or  (ii)  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  201 6F  Project  Subaccount  into  a 
separate  fund  or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in 
the  Series  201 6F  Project  Subaccount  (including  interest  earnings)  shall  be  accounted  for 
separately  notwithstanding  any  such  comingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds  of  the 
Series  201 6F  Bonds,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance  associated  with  the  Series 
2016F  Bonds.  Costs  of  issuance  of  the  Series  2016F  Bonds  shall  include,  without  limitation, 
bond  and  financial  printing  expenses,  mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating  agency  fees, 
the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying  agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants,  disclosure  counsel 
and  co-bond  counsel,  and  the  reimbursement  of  departmental  expenses  in  connection  with 
the  issuance  of  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds. 

Section  11.  Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is 
authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem  desirable  : 
and  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  6,  Section  7 and  Section  8 relating  to  registration  of  i 
ownership  of  the  Series  2016F  Bonds  and  payments  and  redemption  notices  to  owners  of  the 
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On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  of  or  interest  on  the  Series 
2016F  Bonds  is  due,  including  any  Series  2016F  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on 
said  date,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series  2016F  Bond 
Subaccount,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any 
available  moneys  contained  in  the  Series  2016F  Bond  Subaccount,  is  sufficient  to  pay 
principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Series  2016F  Bonds  on  such  date. 

j On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Series  201 6F  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  at  the 
option  of  the  City  pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  City  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and  deposit 
i in  the  Series  201 6F  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account  pursuant  to 
Section  8 of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available 
moneys  contained  in  the  Series  201 6F  Redemption  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal, 
interest  and  premium,  if  any,  with  respect  to  such  Series  201 6F  Bonds  on  such  date.  The 
' City  Treasurer  may  make  such  other  provision  for  the  payment  of  principal  of  and  interest  and 
any  redemption  premium  on  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds  as  is  necessary  or  convenient  to  permit 
the  optional  redemption  of  the  Series  2016F  Bonds. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  201 6F  Bond  Subaccount  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of 
the  City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer 
may  (i)  commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2016F  Bond  Subaccount  with  other 
City  moneys  or  (ii)  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  201 6F  Bond  Subaccount  into  a 
separate  fund  or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in 
the  Series  201 6F  Bond  Subaccount  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any 
1 such  commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Section  10.  Series  201 6F  Project  Subaccount.  There  is  established  with  the  City 
Treasurer  a special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Affordable  Flousing,  2015) 
Project  Account  (the  "Project  Account")  created  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing  Resolution  to  be 
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redeem  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds  called  for  optional  redemption  on  the  anticipated 
Redemption  Date,  or  (ii)  the  occurrence  of  any  other  event  specified  in  the  notice  of 
redemption.  If  conditional  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  substantially  as  provided  in 
this  subsection  (j),  and  on  the  scheduled  Redemption  Date  (i)  sufficient  moneys  to  redeem  the 
Series  2016F  Bonds  called  for  optional  redemption  on  the  Redemption  Date  have  not  been 
deposited  in  the  Series  201 6F  Redemption  Account,  or  (ii)  any  other  event  specified  in  the 
notice  of  redemption  as  a condition  to  the  redemption  has  not  occurred,  then  (y)  the  Series 
201 6F  Bonds  for  which  conditional  notice  of  redemption  was  given  shall  not  be  redeemed  on 
the  anticipated  Redemption  Date  and  shall  remain  Outstanding  for  all  purposes  of  this 
Resolution,  and  (z)  the  redemption  not  occurring  shall  not  constitute  a default  under  this 
Resolution  or  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 

The  City  may  rescind  any  optional  redemption  and  notice  of  it  for  any  reason  on  any 
date  prior  to  any  Redemption  Date  by  causing  written  notice  of  the  rescission  to  be  given  to 
the  owners  of  all  Series  2016F  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption.  Notice  of  any  such  rescission 
of  redemption  shall  be  given  in  the  same  manner  notice  of  redemption  was  originally  given. 
The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  201 6F  Bond  of  notice  of  such  rescission  shall 
not  be  a condition  precedent  to  rescission,  and  failure  to  receive  such  notice  or  any  defect  in 
such  notice  so  mailed  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  rescission. 

Section  9.  Series  201 6F  Bond  Subaccount.  There  is  established  with  the  City 
Treasurer  a special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (Affordable  Housing,  2015) 
Bond  Account  (the  "Bond  Account")  created  pursuant  to  the  Authorizing  Resolution  to  be 
designated  as  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds,  Series  201 6F  Bond  Subaccount"  (the  "Series 
2016F  Bond  Subaccount"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City. 
All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  201 6F  Bond  Subaccount  shall  be 
retained  in  the  Series  201 6F  Bond  Subaccount.

Moneys  held  from  time 
to  time  in  the  Series  201 6F  Redemption  Account  shall  be  invested  by  the  City  Treasurer 
pursuant  to  the  City's  policies  and  guidelines  for  investment  of  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of 
the  City.  If,  after  all  of  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds  have  been  redeemed  and  canceled  or  paid 
and  canceled,  there  are  moneys  remaining  in  the  Series  2016F  Redemption  Account,  said 
moneys  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  or  to  such  other  fund  or  account 
as  required  by  applicable  law;  provided,  that  if  said  moneys  are  part  of  the  proceeds  of 
refunding  bonds,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  pursuant  to  the  resolution  authorizing  such 
refunding  bonds. 

(i)  Effect  of  Redemption.  When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given 
substantially  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  and  when  the  amount  necessary  for  the 
redemption  of  the  Series  2016F  Bonds  called  for  redemption  (principal,  premium,  if  any,  and 
accrued  interest  to  such  Redemption  Date)  is  set  aside  for  that  purpose  in  the  Series  201 6F 
Redemption  Account,  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds  designated  for  redemption  shall  become  due 
and  payable  on  the  Redemption  Date,  and  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  said  Series 

i 201 6F  Bonds  at  the  place  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption,  such  Series  201 6F  Bonds 
: shall  be  redeemed  and  paid  at  said  redemption  price  out  of  said  Series  201 6F  Redemption 
1 Account.  No  interest  will  accrue  on  such  Series  201 6F  Bonds  called  for  redemption  after  the 
Redemption  Date  and  the  registered  owners  of  such  Series  201 6F  Bonds  shall  look  for 
payment  of  such  Series  201 6F  Bonds  only  to  the  Series  201 6F  Redemption  Account.  All 
Series  2016F  Bonds  redeemed  shall  be  canceled  immediately  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall 
not  be  reissued. 

(j)  Conditional  Notice  of  Redemption:  Rescission  of  Redemption.  Any  notice  of 
optional  redemption  given  as  provided  in  Section  8(g)  may  provide  that  such  redemption  is 
conditioned  upon:  (i)  deposit  in  the  Series  201 6F  Redemption  Account  of  sufficient  moneys  to 
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for  the  redemption  of  such  Series  201 6F  Bonds  or  the  cessation  of  accrual  of  interest  on  such 
Series  201 6F  Bonds  on  the  Redemption  Date. 

Notice  of  redemption  also  shall  be  given,  or  caused  to  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer, 
by  (i)  registered  or  certified  mail,  postage  prepaid,  (ii)  confirmed  facsimile  transmission,  (iii) 
overnight  delivery  service,  or  (iv)  to  the  extent  acceptable  to  the  intended  recipient,  email  or 
similar  electronic  means,  to  (a)  all  organizations  registered  with  the  Securities  and  Exchange 
Commission  as  securities  depositories  and  (b)  such  other  services  or  organizations  as  may 
be  required  in  accordance  with  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  described  in  Section  19. 

The  notice  or  notices  required  for  redemption  shall  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer  or 
any  agent  appointed  by  the  City.  A certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  such  other  appointed 
agent  of  the  City  that  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  to  the  owner  of  any  Series  2016F 
Bond  to  be  redeemed  in  accordance  with  this  Resolution  shall  be  conclusive  against  all 
parties. 

(h)  Series  201 6F  Redemption  Account.  At  the  time  the  Director  of  Public  Finance 
determines  to  optionally  call  and  redeem  any  of  the  Series  2016F  Bonds,  the  Controller  or  his 
or  her  agent  shall  establish  a redemption  account  to  be  described  or  known  as  the  "General 
Obligation  Bonds,  Series  201 6F  Redemption  Account"  (the  "Series  201 6F  Redemption 
Account"),  and  prior  to  or  on  the  Redemption  Date  there  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series 
2016F  Redemption  Account  moneys  available  for  the  purpose  and  sufficient  to  redeem,  as 
provided  in  this  Resolution,  the  Series  2016F  Bonds  designated  in  said  notice  of  redemption, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  subsection  (j)  of  this  Section.  Said  moneys  must  be  set  aside  in 
the  Series  201 6F  Redemption  Account  solely  for  the  purpose  of,  and  shall  be  applied  on  or 
after  the  Redemption  Date  to,  payment  of  the  redemption  price  of  the  Series  2016F  Bonds  to 
be  redeemed  upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  such  Series  201 6F  Bonds.  Any  interest  due 
on  or  prior  to  the  Redemption  Date  may  be  paid  from  the  Series  201 6F  Bond  Subaccount  as 
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Finance  will  select  the  maturities  of  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  in  the  sole 
discretion  of  the  Director  of  Public  Finance.  Whenever  less  than  all  of  the  outstanding  Series 
2016F  Bonds  maturing  on  any  one  date  are  called  for  redemption,  the  manner  of  selection  of 
the  portion  of  such  Series  201 6F  Bonds  called  for  redemption  shall  be  as  specified  in  the 
Official  Statement  for  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds. 

(g)  Notice  of  Redemption.  The  date  on  which  Series  201 6F  Bonds  that  are  called 
for  redemption  are  to  be  presented  for  redemption  is  called  the  "Redemption  Date."  The  City 
Treasurer  shall  mail,  or  cause  to  be  mailed,  notice  of  any  redemption  of  Series  2016F  Bonds, 
postage  prepaid,  to  the  respective  registered  owners  at  the  addresses  appearing  on  the  bond 
registration  books  not  less  than  twenty  (20)  nor  more  than  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the 
Redemption  Date.  The  notice  of  redemption  shall  (a)  state  the  Redemption  Date;  (b)  state  the 

I redemption  price;  (c)  state  the  maturity  dates  of  the  Series  2016F  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  and, 

! 

! if  less  than  all  of  any  such  maturity  is  called  for  redemption,  the  distinctive  numbers  of  the 
Series  201 6F  Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be  redeemed,  and  in  the  case  of  any  Series  2016F 
Bonds  to  be  redeemed  in  part  only,  the  respective  portions  of  the  principal  amount  to  be 
redeemed;  (d)  state  the  CUSIP  number,  if  any,  of  each  Series  2016F  Bond  to  be  redeemed; 
(e)  require  that  such  Series  201 6F  Bonds  be  surrendered  by  the  owners  at  the  office  of  the 
City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent;  and  (f)  give  notice  that  interest  on  such  Series  201 6F  Bond 
! or  portion  of  Series  201 6F  Bond  to  be  redeemed  will  cease  to  accrue  after  the  Redemption 
Date.  Notice  of  optional  redemption  may  be  conditional  upon  receipt  of  funds  or  other  event 
I specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption  as  provided  in  subsection  (j)  of  this  Section  8. 

The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  201 6F  Bond  of  notice  of  such 
redemption  shall  not  be  a condition  precedent  to  redemption,  and  failure  to  receive  such 
notice,  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings 
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unless  it  is  authenticated  as  of  a day  during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  next  preceding 
any  interest  payment  date  to  the  interest  payment  date,  inclusive,  in  which  event  it  shall  bear 
interest  from  such  interest  payment  date,  or  unless  it  is  authenticated  on  or  before  the  first 
Record  Date,  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date;  provided,  that  if,  at  the 
time  of  authentication  of  any  Series  201 6F  Bond,  interest  is  in  default  on  the  Series  201 6F 
Bonds,  such  Series  201 6F  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  to  which 
interest  has  previously  been  paid  or  made  available  for  payment  on  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds 
or  from  the  Dated  Date  if  the  first  interest  payment  is  not  made. 

(d)  Optional  Redemption.  The  Series  201 6F  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  optional 
redemption  prior  to  maturity  as  shall  be  provided  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  or  the  Bond 
Purchase  Contract. 

(e)  Mandatory  Redemption.  The  Series  201 6F  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  purchaser  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  Official 
Notice  of  Sale  or  as  designated  in  the  Bond  Purchase  Contract. 

The  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory 
redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the  Series  201 6F  Bond  Subaccount  established  in  Section  9, 
pursuant  to  Section  9.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory  redemption  for  Series  201 6F  Bonds,  at 
any  time  prior  to  the  selection  of  Series  201 6F  Bonds  for  mandatory  redemption,  the  City  may 
apply  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  201 6F  Bond  Subaccount  to  make  such  payment  to 
the  purchase,  at  public  or  private  sale,  of  Series  201 6F  Bonds  subject  to  such  mandatory 
redemption,  and  when  and  at  such  prices  not  in  excess  of  the  principal  amount  thereof 
(including  sales  commission  and  other  charges  but  excluding  accrued  interest),  as  the  City 
may  determine. 

(f)  Selection  of  Series  201 6F  Bonds  for  Redemption.  Whenever  less  than  all  of  the 
outstanding  Series  201 6F  Bonds  are  called  for  redemption  on  any  date,  the  Director  of  Public 
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business  on  the  last  day  of  the  month  immediately  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  (the 
"Record  Date"),  whether  or  not  such  day  is  a Business  Day  (as  defined  below). 

Except  as  may  be  otherwise  provided  in  connection  with  any  book-entry  only  system 
applicable  to  the  Series  2016F  Bonds,  payment  of  the  interest  on  any  Series  2016F  Bond 
shall  be  made  by  check  mailed  on  the  interest  payment  date  to  such  owner  at  such  owner's 
address  as  it  appears  on  the  registration  books  as  of  the  Record  Date;  provided,  that  if  any 
interest  payment  date  occurs  on  a day  that  banks  in  California  or  New  York  are  closed  for 
business  or  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  closed  for  business,  then  such  payment  shall  be 
made  on  the  next  succeeding  day  that  banks  in  both  California  and  New  York  are  open  for 
business  and  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  open  for  business  (each,  a "Business  Day"); 
and  provided,  further,  that  the  registered  owner  of  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  at  least 
$1,000,000  of  Series  201 6F  Bonds  may  submit  a written  request  to  the  City  Treasurer  on  or 
before  a Record  Date  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  for  payment  of  interest  on  the  next 
succeeding  interest  payment  date  and  thereafter  by  wire  transfer  to  a commercial  bank 
located  within  the  United  States  of  America. 

For  so  long  as  any  Series  201 6F  Bonds  are  held  in  book-entry  form  by  a securities 
depository  selected  by  the  City  pursuant  to  Section  1 1 , payment  shall  be  made  to  the 
registered  owner  of  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds  designated  by  such  securities  depository  by  wire 
transfer  of  immediately  available  funds. 

(c)  Interest  on  the  Series  2016F  Bonds.  The  Series  201 6F  Bonds  shall  bear  interest 
at  rates  to  be  determined  upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds,  calculated  on  the  basis  of 
a 360-day  year  comprised  of  twelve  30-day  months,  payable  on  June  15,  2017  (or  such  other 
date  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Bond  Award  or  the  Bond  Purchase  Contract),  and 
semiannually  thereafter  on  June  15  and  December  15  of  each  year.  Each  Series  2016F  Bond 
shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  next  preceding  the  date  of  its  authentication 
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the  duly  authorized  attorney  of  such  person  in  writing,  upon  surrender  of  such  Series  201 6F 
Bond  for  cancellation,  accompanied  by  delivery  of  a duly  executed  written  instrument  of 
transfer  in  a form  approved  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Any  Series  201 6F  Bond  may  be  exchanged  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  for  a like 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  other  authorized  denominations  of  the  same  interest  rate  and 
maturity. 

Whenever  any  Series  2016F  Bond  shall  be  surrendered  for  transfer  or  exchange,  the 
designated  City  officials  shall  execute  (as  provided  in  Section  5)  and  the  City  Treasurer  shall 
authenticate  and  deliver  a new  Series  201 6F  Bond  of  the  same  interest  rate  and  maturity  in  a 
like  aggregate  principal  amount.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  require  the  payment  by  any  bond 
owner  requesting  any  such  transfer  of  any  tax  or  other  governmental  charge  required  to  be 
paid  with  respect  to  such  transfer  or  exchange. 

No  transfer  or  exchange  of  Series  of  201 6F  Bonds  shall  be  required  to  be  made  by  the 
City  Treasurer  during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  (as  defined  in  Section  8(b))  next 
preceding  each  interest  payment  date  to  such  interest  payment  date  or  after  a notice  of 
redemption  shall  have  been  mailed  with  respect  to  such  Series  201 6F  Bonds. 

Section  8.  Terms  of  the  Series  2016F  Bonds:  General  Redemption  Provisions. 

(a)  Date  of  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds.  The  Series  201 6F  Bonds  shall  be  dated  the 
date  of  their  delivery  or  such  other  date  (the  "Dated  Date")  as  is  specified  in  the  Bond  Award 
or  the  Bond  Purchase  Contract. 

(b)  Payment  of  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds.  The  principal  of  the  Series  2016F  Bonds 
shall  be  payable  in  lav\/ful  money  of  the  United  States  of  America  to  their  owners,  upon 
surrender  at  maturity  or  earlier  redemption  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The  interest  on 
the  Series  201 6F  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  like  lawful  money  to  the  person  whose  name 
appears  on  the  bond  registration  books  of  the  City  Treasurer  as  the  owner  as  of  the  close  of 
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attached  as  Exhibit  A (a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
which  is  declared  to  be  a part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  fully  set  forth  in  this  Resolution),  with 
necessary  or  appropriate  variations,  omissions  and  insertions  as  permitted  or  required  by  this 
Resolution. 

Only  Series  2016F  Bonds  bearing  a certificate  of  authentication  and  registration 
executed  by  the  City  Treasurer  shall  be  valid  or  obligatory  for  any  purpose  or  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution  and  this  Resolution,  and  such  certificate  of  the  City 
Treasurer,  executed  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  the 
Series  201 6F  Bonds  so  authenticated  have  been  duly  authenticated  and  delivered  under,  and 
are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of,  the  Authorizing  Resolution  and  this  Resolution. 

The  Controller  shall  assign  a distinctive  letter,  or  number,  or  letter  and  number  to  each 
' Series  201 6F  Bond  authenticated  and  registered  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall  maintain  a 
record  thereof  which  shall  be  available  for  inspection. 

Section  6.  Registration  Books.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  at 
the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  at  the  designated  office  of  any  registrar  appointed  by  the 
City  Treasurer,  separate  and  sufficient  books  for  the  registration  and  transfer  of  Series  201 6F 
Bonds,  which  books  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection,  and  upon  presentation  for  such 
purpose,  the  City  Treasurer  shall,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  he  or  she  may 
prescribe,  register  or  transfer  or  cause  to  be  registered  or  transferred,  on  said  books.  Series 
2016F  Bonds  as  provided  in  this  Resolution.  The  City  and  the  City  Treasurer  may  treat  the 
registered  owner  of  each  Series  201 6F  Bond  as  its  absolute  owner  for  all  purposes,  and  the 
City  and  the  City  Treasurer  shall  not  be  affected  by  any  notice  to  the  contrary. 

Section  7.  Transfer  or  Exchange  of  Series  201 6F  Bonds.  Any  Series  2016F  Bond 
may,  in  accordance  with  its  terms,  be  transferred  upon  the  books  required  to  be  kept  pursuant 
i to  the  provisions  of  Section  6,  by  the  person  in  whose  name  it  is  registered,  in  person  or  by 
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rates,  the  definitive  principal  amount,  the  maturity  dates  and  the  redemption  dates,  if  any,  and 
the  terms  of  any  optional  or  mandatory  redemption,  subject  to  the  other  specific  provisions  of  ' 
this  Resolution,  including  the  follov\/ing  terms  and  conditions:  (i)  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds  shall  | 
not  have  a true  interest  cost  (as  such  term  is  defined  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  for  the 
Bonds  (the  "Official  Notice  of  Sale"))  in  excess  of  12%;  and  (ii)  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds  shall 
not  have  a final  maturity  date  more  than  thirty  (30)  years  from  their  date  of  issuance.  The  ; 
Director  of  Public  Finance  is  further  authorized  to  give  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds  such 
additional  or  other  series  designation,  or  to  modify  such  series  designation,  as  may  be 
necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  the  Series  2016F  Bonds  from  every  other  series  of 
Bonds  and  from  other  bonds  issued  by  the  City. 

Section  5.  Authentication  and  Registration  of  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds.  Each  of  the 
Series  201 6F  Bonds  shall  be  in  fully  registered  form  without  coupons  in  denominations  of 
$5,000  or  any  integral  multiple  of  that  amount.  The  officers  of  the  City  are  directed  to  cause 
the  Series  201 6F  Bonds  to  be  prepared  in  sufficient  quantity  for  delivery  to  or  for  the  account 
of  their  purchaser  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  directed  to  cause  the  blanks  in  the 
Series  201 6F  Bonds  to  be  completed  in  accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution  and  the 
Bond  Award  or  Bond  Purchase  Contract  (as  defined  below),  to  procure  their  execution  by  the 
proper  officers  of  the  City  (including  by  facsimile  signature  if  necessary  or  convenient,  except 
that  any  signature  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  be  by  manual  signature)  and 
authentication  as  provided  in  this  Section,  and  to  deliver  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds  when  so 
executed  and  authenticated  to  said  purchaser  in  exchange  for  their  purchase  price,  all  in 
accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 

The  Series  201 6F  Bonds  and  the  certificate  of  authentication  and  registration,  to  be 
manually  executed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  or  designee  thereof  (the  "City  Treasurer"),  and 
the  form  of  assignment  to  appear  on  the  Series  201 6F  Bonds  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form 
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permitted  by  law,  one-tenth  of  one  percent  (0.1%)  of  the  gross  proceeds  of  the  Series  201 6F 
Bonds  shall  be  deposited  in  a fund  established  by  the  Office  of  the  City  Controller  (the 
"Controller")  and  appropriated  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  the  direction  of  the  Citizens' 
General  Obligation  Bond  Oversight  Committee  to  cover  the  costs  of  such  Committee  and  its 
review  process;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows;

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem  desirable 
and  may  authorize  such  depository  to  perform,  under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer, 
any  of  the  City  Treasurer's  duties  and  responsibilities  under  this  Resolution,  to  the  extent 
permitted  by  applicable  law.

I (b)  Principal.  On  or  before  June  15  in  each  year  that  any  of  the  Bonds  are  outstanding, 
Ithe  City  Treasurer  shall  set  aside  in  the  Bond  Account  and  the  appropriate  subaccounts 

I therein  relating  to  each  series  of  the  Bonds  an  amount  which  will  be  equal  to  the  principal  on 
each  series  of  the  Bonds  outstanding  that  will  become  due  and  payable  on  said  June  15, 

! I including  those  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on  such  date  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  applicable  Sale  Resolution. 

I I All  moneys  in  the  Bond  Account  shall  be  used  and  withdrawn  by  the  City  Treasurer 
solely  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  each  series  of  the  Bonds  as 
the  same  shall  become  due  and  payable.  On  June  15  and  December  15  in  each  year  that  any 

I Bond  is  outstanding,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  allocate,  transfer  and  apply  to  the  various 
subaccounts  in  the  Bond  Account  created  pursuant  to  the  applicable  Sale  Resolution,  on  such 
date  on  which  payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  any  series  of  Bonds  is  due,  from  moneys  on 
deposit  in  the  Bond  Account,  an  amount  equal  to  the  amount  of  principal  of,  premium,  if  any, 
or  interest  due  on  said  date  with  respect  to  each  series  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding.

In  case  such  officer(s)  whose  signature(s)  or  countersignature(s)  appear(s)  on  a Bond 
shall  cease  to  be  such  officer(s)  before  the  delivery  of  such  Bond  to  the  purchaser,  such 
signature(s)  or  countersignature(s)  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes 
as  if  the  officer(s)  had  remained  in  office  until  the  delivery  of  such  Bond.

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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Commission  to  incorporate  into  the  Special  Events  permit  application  process  the 
consideration  of  the  extent  to  which  an  applicant  can  assure  Labor  Harmony  in  its  operations 
in  order  to  minimize  the  possibility  of  disruption  of  public  transit;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Commission  to  define  the  term  “Labor  Harmony”  broadly  and  does  not  require  an  application 
to  adopt  any  particular  method  of  assuring  labor  harmony,  but  requires  an  application  seeking 
to  offer  shuttle  services  at  events  held  at  RPD  facilities  to  provide  a Labor  Harmony 
Certification  indicating  the  extent  of  such  applicant’s  commitment  to  labor  harmony  as  a 
condition  of  the  application  process. 
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WHEREAS,  Federal  law  prohibits  the  picketing  of  secondary  employers  and,  with 
respect  to  transportation  businesses,  requires  any  such  action  to  be  performed  by  roving 
pickets  that  must  follow  the  vehicles  from  location  to  location  or  meet  the  vehicle  where  it 
stops;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  is  not  an  employer  protected  by  the  prohibition  of  secondary 
picketing  under  federal  law,  and  peaceful  picketing  in  a public  forum,  such  as  sidewalks,  is  a 
constitutionally-protected  activity;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  a labor  dispute  involving  a shuttle 
service  that  has  participated  in  transportation  to  and  from  large  special  events,  will  likely  result 
in  the  disruption  of  the  orderly  operation  of  mass  public  transit,  namely  impeding  the  timely 
arrival  and  departure  of  SFMTA  vehicles,  the  disruption  of  traffic,  and  the  impedance  of  rider 
access  to  board  or  alight  SFMTA  vehicles;  and 

WHEREAS,  Because  there  is  substantial  likelihood  of  disruption  in  the  event  of  a labor 
dispute  involving  a private  shuttle  that  participates,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that 
consideration  of  the  extent  to  which  shuttle  service  has  secured  or  provided  for  labor  harmony 
with  respect  to  their  shuttling  activities  must  be  a component  of  the  mitigation  plan;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  further  finds  that  considerable  public  resources 
have  been  expended  on  developing  the  transit  system,  and  that  considerable  additional 
resources  will  continue  to  be  expended;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  further  finds  that  a shuttle  service  provider’s  participation  is 
voluntary;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Commission  to  stipulate  in  the  Special  Events  application  process  a requirement  of  Labor 
Harmony  Conditions  with  respect  to  Shuttle  Service  Providers  that  choose  to  offer  their 
services  for  special  events  held  at  RPD  facilities;  and,  be  it 
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other  users;  2)  Integrate  shuttles  into  the  existing  multi-modal  transportation  system;  3) 

I Ensure  that  private  shuttles  do  not  adversely  affect  operations  of  public  transportation  in  San 
Francisco;  4)  Consistently  and  fairly  apply  and  enforce  any  regulations/policies  governing 
shuttle  operations;  5)  Develop  processes  wWh  attention  to  effective  enforcement  and  ease  of 
! administration  with  on-going  oversight;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  RPD  works  in  collaboration  with  transit  agencies  in  San  Francisco  to 
I mitigate  traffic  concerns  during  large  special  events  which  have  a significant  impact  on  the 
I lives  of  the  public  and  the  commerce  of  the  City;  and 

: WHEREAS,  Transportation  Management  Plans  must  ensure  that  shuttles  do  not 

adversely  affect  public  transportation  operations;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  California  State  law  the  City  has  plenary  authority  to  regulate  the 
I use  of  its  streets  and  sidewalks,  subject  to  the  rights  retained  by  the  people  over  public  places 
j pursuant  to  the  state  and  federal  constitutions;  and 

I WHEREAS,  The  City’s  authority  extends  to  the  regulation  and  control  of  traffic  and 
I i operation  of  transportation  within  its  borders;  and 

I WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  further  finds  that  considerable  public  resources 

I have  been  expended  to  develop  an  integrated  public  transit  system,  which  includes  the 
i development  of  routes,  the  designation  and  construction  of  regular  stops,  the  analysis  and 
i monitoring  of  traffic,  bicycle  and  pedestrian  routes,  and  the  enforcement  of  rules  and 
I regulations;  and 

I WHEREAS,  Shuttle  services  are  private  companies  whose  labor  relations  are 

; governed  by  federal  law;  and 

I WHEREAS,  Federal  law  authorizes  and  permits  the  resolution  of  labor  disputes 

i through  economic  action,  including  picketing  at  the  place  of  business  of  the  employer  that  is 
i involved  in  the  labor  dispute;  and

3 Resolution  urging  San  Francisco  to  adopt  a requirement  that  transportation  operators 

4 demonstrate  labor  harmony  conditions  as  part  of  the  transportation  management  plan 

5 for  special  events  held  at  RPD  facilities.

7 WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Park  Department  (RPD)  in  conjunction 

8 with  transit  agencies  like  the  SFMTA  has  in  its  application  for  special  events  a requirement  for 

9 a Transportation  Management  Plan;  and 

1 0 WHEREAS,  The  purpose  of  such  plans  is  to  ensure  the  orderly  use  of  private  shuttles 

1 1 in  conjunction  with,  and  without  interference  to,  the  operations  of  mass  transit  such  as  SFMTA 

12  Muni  service,  to  ameliorate  any  impedance  or  dangers  to  vehicular,  bicycle,  and  pedestrian 

13  traffic;  increased  traffic  occasioned  by  the  disruption  of  a large  event,  and  to  otherwise  ensure 

14  the  safety  of  the  public;  and 

1 5 WHEREAS,  The  SFMTA  has  found  that  the  promotion  of  the  use  of  private  mass 

16  transportation  vehicles  have  significant  beneficial  effects,  provided  operational  precautions, 

17  which  include  permitting,  the  enforcement  of  standards,  and  the  monitoring  of  the  event  itself; 

18  and 

19  WHEREAS,  Since  the  transportation  management  plans  often  entail  the  conditional 

20  sharing  of  access  to  Recreation  and  Park  facilities  as  well  as  SFMTA  Muni  stops,  a chief 

21  concern  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  to  ensure  the  effective  operation  of  the  City’s  public 

22  mass  transit  system  and,  specifically,  to  ensure  the  expedient  and  safe  access  by  Muni  buses 

23  , to  SFMTA  stops;  and 

24  WHEREAS,  In  adopting  such  transportation  plans,  the  RPD  has  made  the  following 

25  general  findings  of  purpose:  1)  Provide  a safe  environment  for  private  shuttle  riders  as  well  as 
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
